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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Seaton  Valley  Urban  District  Council. 
llr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  public 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  1965* 

The  vital  statistics  are  presented  in  the  customary  v/ay  and  in  general 
show  little  difference  from  the  previous  year  although  the  trend  is  towards 
a  steady  diminution  in  the  numbers  of  infectious  diseases  reported. 


Althou^  an  epidemic  of  measles  caused  257  cases  there  were  only  6  other 

diseases  notiiied  during  the  year*  As  a  coiimiurcial  measles  vaccine  ha£ 
now  been  successfully  produced  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  eventually  be  usea 

in  the  infant  welfare  clinics  to  protect  babies  in  the  same  v;ay  as  is  now 
done  for  diphtheria,  whooping  cou^  and  tetanus.  Ho  cases  of  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough,  Smallpox,  Dysenteiy,  Typhoid  fever,  or  Poliomyelitis, 
occurred  during  the  year. 


The  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  registered  continues  to  decline,  and 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  not  a  single  death  from  tuberculosis  took  place  in 
1965*  School  children  whc  are  thougiit  to  be  at  risk  from  this  disease  are 
now  given  B.C.G.  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  before  leaving  school,? 

This  vrork  is  carried  out  by  the  School  Medical  Officers. 


The  greatest  single  cause  of  death  in  the  area  was  once  again  Coronary 
Thrombosis  and  other  Heart  Disease.  Coronary  Thrombosis  causes  many  more 
deaths  in  men  than  in  women  and  causes  their  death  at  an  earlier  age. 

This  also  applies  to  cancer  of  the  lung  which  is  almost  exclusively  a  male 
disease  in  this  area.  Cigarette  smoking  is  associated  with  the  development 
of  this  disease. 

The  Housing  standards  in  the  district  are  slowly  improving  as  the  Council 
continues  with  its  Slum  Clearance  Programme.  There  are  still  several  areas 
to  be  dealt  with,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  nothing  will  interfere  with  the 
plans  for  rehousing  tenants  from  these  properties.  A  great  deal  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors*  time  is  still  taken  up  in  housing  inspections, 
and  procedures  for  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  property. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  and  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support;  and  to  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  Health  Department  staff  for  their  help  during  the  year.
